_ Madrid, Nov. 16. Some days ago came Advice 
that all the Englifh Ships were gone from before 
Vigo, fteering to the Weltward. We hear fince, 
That 3e Dutch Veffels which ftaid behind, are 
fail’a likewife, and that they were out of fight on 
the 6th. Our Advices fay, There is ground to 
hope, that the Damage is not fo great as was at 
firft apprehended, becaufe all the Silver was taken 
out ;.and if any remain’d in the Galleons that were 
funk, it may be recover'ds the Enemy took but 
three, on board which there could only be left fome 
‘Silver belonging to private perfons. The Towns of 
St. Jago de Compoftella, Palenzia and Leon, and 
the Principality of Afturia, have voluntarily contri- 
buted Sums of Money for the Defence of the Coun- 
try. The Marquefs de Gaftanaga died fome days 
ago. Letters from St. Domingo tell us, That the 
Sieur du Caffe’s Squadron, is arriv’d there with the 
Duke d’Albuquerque Viceroy of Mexico, 

From the Harlem Courant, dated Dec. 5. 

Madrid, Nov. 16. The greateft part of the Silver 
which was taken out of our Galleons before the Ene- 
my appear’d before Vigo, remains ftill ar Lugos. We 
cannot learn when it will be brought hither ; nor in 
what manner the perfons concern’d are to be fatis- 
fied ; however we-reckon it fafe enough, becaufe 
the Enemy did not penetrate far into Galicia, and 
are now all gone from Vigo ; tho not knowing whi- 
ther,we are ftill in fear of their making fome further 
attempt upon our Coaft ; to’ther day we had an Ex- 
prefs from Cadiz that they were come agen before 
that Harbour, which put us inro a great Confterna- 
tion ; bur fince that we have better Information that 
they were Merchant Ships that came into’the Bay ; 
which at firft fight were taken for the Enemy.

Vienna, Nov. 22. My Lord Paget having ob- 
tain'd a Paffport. of the Elector of Bavaria, fet out 
from hence two days ago for England ; on his way 
he will wait upon the Kihg and Queen of the Ro- 
mans.

Frankfort, Nov. 29. *Tis faid that the Governor 
of Rhinfeld, perceiving he fhould be compell’d by 
force, has yielded to the Heffians ; on Condition 
that the Body of the Place fhall remain in the Hands 
of the Imperialifts, and the Outworks be Garrifon’d 
by the Heffians. 

They write from Stutgard , that the Bavarian 
Troops are canton’d between the Danube and, the 
Iler : having their Head-quarters at Ekingen,whence 
they have fent Orders to theNeighbouring Baillages, 
as alfo to the Towns of Ulm, Memmingen, and 
Lauingen, to furnifh them with Forrage. The De- 
tachment of Bavarians that went tewards Swiffer- 
land is return’d, having brought with them fome 
Mules loaded with Moncy.

will augment their Forces. The Circle of Franco- 

nia affembled at Neckars-Ulm, and, without doing 

any thing, adjourn’d from thence to Nurenburg.
